Storing Sounds on Steel. 


A man sitting in an office in Berlin, — 
3, Cape Town, or Peking may soon be 
able to dictate a letter that will be 
heard and taken down instantly by a 
shorthand writer in an office in Lo!

This is one of the startling results 
of an invention perfected In a Berlin | 
laboratory. The invention, which has. 
taken eighteen years to perfect, co 
sists of recording and etoring sounds — 
on steel, The sounds are recorded 
on &# steol wire by electrosmagntic 
mans, so that the wire bears no sur 
face markings of any kind and can at —

the loss of the plant food elements. 
Bacteria are constantly working in 
manure, liberating much of the am- 
monia. This loss can readily be de- 
tected by the Strong odor of ammonia 
in the barn. This is a product of de- 
composition and fermentation, It can 
be prevented to a great extent by 
packing or keeping thoroughly moist. 
This stows up or prevents the bac- 
terial action which liberates the am- 
monia. Manure in a thorough!y dry 
and compact condition, or thoroughly 
wet, does not ferment very fast. When 
it is moderately moist the bacterial 
action is fastest. 

Much of the value of manure is 
also lost by weathering and leaching. 
In addition to large amounts of nitro- 
fen being lost, much phosphoric acid, 
potash and organic matter are wash- 
ed away from the manure piles that 
are allowed to remain in the barn 
lot unprotected. Liquid manure, 
which contains much nitrogen and 
Potash, is often lost ‘through the 
drainage waters around the barn. 
Phosphoric acid does not leach away 
to as great an extent as does nitro- 
gen or potash.

} phosphate is the best to use. Besides 
jtaking up much of the ammonia, 
| Which would be lost through fermen- 
| tation and leaching, it adds an avail- 
able form of phosphoric acid to the 
manure, This is important, for ma- 
nure is low in phosphoric acid. When 
acid phosphate is used at the rate of 
forty to fifty pounds per ton of ma- 
nure it supplies plenty of available 
phosphoric acid for the average crops. 
Limestone may be used with manure 
but it will not have the same effect 
on the ammonia that acid phosphate 
does. Hydrated lime should never be 
used in direct contact with an appli- 
cation of manure, for it has a tend- 
ency to liberate additional ammonia. 
It is much better to apply any kind 


It makes little difference if the ma- 
nure is plowed,;under or used as a 
top-dressing. This will depend upon 
where it is to be used. When used 
for corn it is best to plow it under, 
when used for wheat it is generally 
put on as a top-dressing. A light 
dressing of manure on the soil for 
clovers and alfalfa seedings is a great 


tion to the land. The topography of 
the land, of courss, is an important 
factor. When manure is spread on 
hillsides there is danger of consider- 
‘able loss by erosion unless it is work- 
ed well into the soil, This should be 
done immediatety after application. 
Applications during the winter shou!d 
be delayed if possible. When applied 
on the snow much of the plant. food 
is carried away with the melting 
snow. If it is kept compact or wet, 
or if it freezes there is litt!e loss

There is danger, however, of intro- 
ducing noxious weeds when this is 
done. Well-rotted manure is best for 
top-dressing for it contains fewer 
weed seeds. ; 

Use the manure on the lighter and 
less productiye spots on the farm. 
Much of the nitrogen and organic 
matter can be supptied in this way. 
It should be kept in mind, however, 
that additional phosphoric acid is 
needed to make a balanced piant food. 


The Storage of Aanikes 


It is a rare thing to find an apple 
grower who is equipped with a realy 
satisfactory and adequate storage 
plant. Sometimes it is impossible for 
a grower to have such a plant, be- 
cause he cannot afford it; but most of 


us, if we really put our ‘minds to it,|. 


might very decidediy improve on 
what ave have. And if we cannot do 
it now, then we ought at least to"have 
the matter very definitely in mind 
and be planning for such a storage 
when the time comes. 


A really good storage which will 
keep our apples in perfect condition 
right through the season would revo- 
lutionize the app’é business. It would 
put our product in the consumers’ 
hands “in better condition, thereby 
encouraging consumption; it would 
extend the period over which we would 
have appies for sale, which would 
also increase consumption; it wou'd 
make “us measurably independent of 
buyers and market conditions by en- 
abling us to hold our crops when 
prices were not satisfactory. 

Last April the writer had the plea- 
sure of eating a McIntosh app‘e in 
absolutely perfect condition, though 
the normal season for that variety is 
October and November. It had been 
kept in a farm storage, but a good 
one. What would not such a storage 
on every apple farm do for the app-e 
industry? Now, we cannot all have 
such storages, but we can make a 
start. 

What are the essentials of such a 
storage? What shall we aim at? 

Perhaps the two most important 
points to consider, so far as causing 
the apples to keep well, are temper- 
ature and moisture. It has been 
shown that a temperature of about 
35 degrees, which is as low as we can 
usually expect to get an unrefriger- 
ated storage, will be quite satisfac- 
tory, and we ought to aim to secure 
this temperature in our storage room 
just as early in the autumn as pos-

“Grading” means the classifying 
of products, whether they be hogs, but- 
ter, cheese, eggs or anything else, into 
what might be called in a general way 
“BEST”, “GOCD”, “FAIR” and 
“POOR?” classes. 

These exact words are not used in 
describing the grades, but that is what 
is meant. The purpose served in grad- 
ing is threefold— 


(1) Educational. When the pro- 
ducer sees the relative quality of his 
product he is spyrred on to maintain 
that quality if it is the “best” or to 
improve the quality where necessary. 


(2) Fair Play. When products are 
not graded the inferior article for 
various reasons often brings as much as 
the superior article, and the credit and 
advantage of putting the superior pro- 
duct on the market is lost to the one 
who really deserves it. 


(3) Facilitating Trade. The 
dealer learns to have confidence in the 
article he is buying and buys more free- 
ly, because it is guaranteed by grading, 
and gradually everybody gets to know 
what the “best” article really looks like 
or tastes like. In short, grading brings 
about standardization and ensures to 
the producer the best price. 


Canada now grades her-cereals, grass 
seeds, hay, potatoes, apples, eggs, but- 
ter, cheese, wool and bacon hogs. The 
results have been in every case bene- 
ficial and in some cases quite markedly 
80, evea though the grading system has 
been in effect in some cases for only 
two or three years, thus:— 


Cheese—Grading began April 1st, 

1923, Canadian cheese the year before 
had fallen into such disfavour on the 
British market that New Zealand cheese 
was quite commonly preferred. Today 
Canadian cheese commands cents per 
pound higher than New Zealand. 


_ Butter—Grading began same time 


ter was then indeed at low ebb. Canadian 
butter today, while not the best on the 
market, is rapidly improving in quality 
and gaining in reputation. 


Hogs—Over two years ago the De- 
partment of Agriculture began to grade 
live hogs at the packing houses and 
stock yards. The 10% premium paid by 
‘the packers for‘“select” bacon hogs as 
against “ thick smooths”tas classed by 
departmental graders has done wonders 
to improve the quality of our hogs and 
develop the bacon industry.

If you would avoid such a situation 
as I have described, you must see that 
your engine has not only plenty of oil 
but that it is clean oil that is being 
circulated when your motor runs. 

Two things are continually happen- 
ing to the oil in your engine when 
you use your car. It is constantly 
thinning out or losing its lubricating 
body, and it is constantly accumulat- 
ing abrasive particles of dirt, En- 
gineers apply «the terms “Dilution” 
and “Contamination” to these condi- 
tions. 

Dilution is due to the presence in 
the iubricating oil of considerab‘e 
qualities of gasoline. It accumulates 
faster in winter than in summer; 
more rapidiy in cold weather than in 
warm. It is at its worst in cars 
driven by physicians or salesmen, who 
make frequent stops and starts, al- 
lowing the engine to cool down in be- 
tween. It frequently becomes so pro- 
nounced that the engine apparently 
uses no oil at ail and the crankcase 
seems to be full even after several 
hundred miles, but an examination} 
will show that tho oil is thin and! 


on the part of experts for the past 
three or four years, and these learned 
gentlemen, after much experimenting, 
are now able to draw some definite 
conclusions which can be used by the 
average car owner tod prevent these 
troubles to some extent. | 

Briefly, these engineers have found 
that the causes of dilution, in the 
order of their importance are as fol- 
lows: 
|= Operating engine at too low a 
temperature; 

2, Excessive use of the choker. 

8. Use of an over-rich mixture. 

4, Use of poor gasoline which does 
not vaporize readily. 

To make practical application of 
this information and avoid additional 
repair bills as far as we can, let us 
resolve for the good of our engines to: 

First: Keep the engine warm by 
covering the radiator in cold weather, 
or even by throwing a robe over the 
radiator until the water gets hot after 
starting up on a cold morning. 

Second: Use the choker only when 
necessary and never drive with it on. 
A motor in good mechanical condition 
should not require excessive choking

Finally, we must recognize the fact 
that we will always have a certain 
amount of dilution and contamination 
of our lubricating oil under even the 
best operating conditions, and that 
eventually the oil in the crank case 
will become too thin and dirty to pro- 
vide proper lubrication and prevent 
wear. When this time arrives there 
is nothing to do but drain out the 
dirty oil, throw it away, and refill the 
crank case with clean, fresh oil of the 
proper grade. In winter, this should 
be done every five hundred miles to 
be safe, and evén more often for cars 
which are started and stopped a great 
deal in cold weather.

Fine—let us do so! But to besure we’re on the straight and sure road to our goal, let us 
begin by doing some clear thinking~some hard thinking—on these twoimportant questions : 


1. What class of immigrants do we want? 


. Valuable Lessons to be Learned from 
Past Failures. 

Heretofore we have always taken it for 
granted—without much careful thought, 
perhaps—that it was farmer immigrants 
we most wanted,—people who would settle 
on our vacant land in the West, and produce 
more from the soil. 

And complaints being loud and numerous 

%, that farming in Canada was not as pro- 
fitable as it should be, we have tried to 
convert an unattractive situation into an 
attractive oné by lowering the’ tariff on 
manufactured goods, in the hope of thereby 
lowering farm production costs, and so 
increasing the farmer’s net. 

Has that plan gotten us anywhere ? 

In 1924, despite tariff reductions made 
ostensibly to benefit agriculture, there were 
actually fewer farm immigrants than in 
1923! And when, against the total immi- 
gration for 1923 and 1924, we offset the 
total emigration from our towns and cities, 
we find that the country has suffered a net 
loss ! 

So, obviously there is something wrong— 

_ somewhere—in the plan we have been 

\ following,—either in the assumption that 
it is farmers we most want, or in our method 
of attracting them. Perhaps it’s a combin- 
ation of the two.

exercise, moderate and _ considered 
eating, adequate and regular sleep, 
free elimination by bowels, kidneys, 
lungs, and skin, plenty of congenial 
work, enough rest and recreation to 
relieve the tension, and abstinence 
from worry. 2 

The second is brought about by ex- 
posing the skin daily to cold water, 
cold air, or both. Begin with a tepid 
or warm water for one minute and 
gradually ‘reduce the temperature 
from day to day until the niost in- 
vigorating results are obtained—then 
stop. If cold water is a shock to the 
system, better shave the water heated 
to some extent. Many people’ simply 
cannot stand cold water on their bo- 
dies, especially in winter time. It is 
too much of a shock to the system. In 
those cases it is better to leave cold

ACROSS THE PACIFIC IN AN OPEN BOAT 


The finest open-boat voyage in all 
the history of the sea, writes Mr. B. 
Keble Chatterton {n Seamen All, was 
that by Lieut. William Bligh, R.N,, and 
his shipmates. The reader—will re- 
member the mutiny in the Bounty. 
Briefly the facts are that two days be- 


fore Christmas, 1787, H.M.S. Bounty, | 


a sloop, under the command of Lieut. 
Bligh, was dispatched from Spithead 
to the South Seas. She reached Ta- 
hit in the following October, and left 
there on April 4, 1789, with a crew of 
forty-five hands, Bligh was probably 
A tyrannical and unjust commander. 
I remember hearing one of the strict- 
est of naval commanders say that 
whenever a mutiny broke out in a ship, 
it was the fault of the officers and not, 
of the men, 

In less than a month after leaving 

Tahiti the Bounty’s crew, under Flet- 
cher Christian, did mutiny, The re-. 
sult was that Bligh and the elghteen | 
who remained loyal to their captain” 
Were put into an open boat and cast | 
adrift, The provisions for these nine- 
teen men consisted of bread, pork, 
rum, six bottles of wine and twenty- 
eight gallons of water. Bligh called 
first at one of the Friendly Islands 
“for water! and provisions, having de-| 
cided to make for the East Indies. Ow- 
ing-to the hostility of the natives the’ 
party had to leave, with the loss of} 
one man killed. 

There now began a voyage of thirty- 
six hundred miles; all solemnly 
agreed to live upon a daily ration of 
one ounce of bread and a quarter pint 
of water @ach, for it was expected | 
that the voyage would take eight 
weeks. On the second day after leav- 
mg the Friendly Islands the weather 
became so bad that everything pos- 
sible had to be thrown overboard to 
lighten the boat. After days of rain 
the men, with their clothes continual: 
ly wet through, became gloomy and 
dejected; yet they were spared the 
hot weather that would have caused 
them to die of thirst.

But 
the boat was making good weather 
and getting along finely. Next day 
most of the crew were In a state of 
extreme weakness, with hollow coun- 
tenances and swollen legs, but the 
sight of birds and rockweed kept alive 
the hope that land was not far away. 

And then, on the forty-second day, 
to their joy, they sighted the island 
of Timor. Then, at the last, they-were 
becalmed and had to use thelr oars to 
get in. But they had achieved an 
amazing feat, They had crossed the 
Pacific and reached the Bast Indies, 
a distance of 3618 miles from the 
Friendly Islands, without the loss of 
one man from sickness or starvation. 
It was a triumph of good leadership, 
discipline and courage and shows 
what can be done with an open boat 
under such conditions.
